Showdown In Upgrader Alley 





PROLIFERATION OF OIL- 
PROCESSING PLANTS 
THREATENS OUR QUALITY OF 
LIFE, SAY AREA FARMERS AND 
RESIDENTS 





As Wayne Groot describes his con- 
cerns about the proposed upgraders 
that could one day surround his pota- 
to farm northeast of Edmonton, his 
eight-year-old son Luis runs into the 
kitchen and points out the window. 
Two moose are running across their 
lawn, and Groot pauses and smiles 
before picking up the conversation 
again. Proximity to nature is one of 
the many things he cherishes about 
farm life. 

But he may soon have to leave the 
area and his business. He's worried 
about pollution from the proposed 
developments known as “Upgrader 
Alley,” a 300-square-kilometre area 
spanning four different municipali- 
ties northeast of Edmonton. By 2022, 
the industrial area could eventually 
include as many as nine “upgraders,” 
plants that transform bitumen from 
the oilsands into synthetic crude. 

Upgrader Alley is in a area that in- 
cludes a unique microclimate- with 
unusually rich soil, which is why the 
Groot family chose to move their 
farm there when Edmonton expand- 
ed to encompass the family’s first 
farm. There are few other areas that 
can support his potato farm, Groot 
says, but staying might not be an 
option. Groot doesn’t trust the pro- 
vincial regulatory system to keep his 
family or his farm safe, so he’s fight- 
ing to keep his land by opposing the 
proposed Petro-Canada Fort Hills 
Sturgeon upgrader. 

“If Petro-Can gets the go-ahead,” 
Groot says, “I don’t think we'll be liv- 
ing here very much longer. We don’t 
want to because it Tee ged 
what we believe in, but we can't live

next door to an upgrader.” 

Groot joined with fellow residents 
to form Citizens for Responsible De- 
velopment (CRD),a grassroots group 
of farmers and residents working for 
“responsible development that is so- 
cially and ecologically sustainable,” 
says fellow member Barb Collier, also 
a third-generation farmer. At a June 
19 press conference announcing the 
group's opposition to the Sturgeon 
upgrader, she repeated the Pembina 
Institute's call for a pause in develop- 
ment until the environmental conse- 
quences are fully understood. 

The Energy Resources Conserva- 
tion Board (ERCB) hearing for the 
application began on Monday at the 
Fort Saskatchewan Lakewood Inns 
and Suites, but CRD doesn’t expect 
to present its concerns until June 26 
or 27.

She lives near the Shell upgrader 
in the Fort Saskatchewan area of 
Strathcona Country. Unlike Groot, 
she’s anxious to sell her land and 
leave the area. 

During an accidental chemical 
release from Shell's Scotford plant 
(the one operational upgrader in the 
area), she says she felt tightness in 
her chest and wateriness in her eyes. 
She knows a handful of local people 
who have died of cancer and is very 
concerned about her health and the 
reliability of the air monitoring and 
notification system in her area. 

She's referring to the Northeast 
Region Community Awareness and 
Emergency Response (NR CAER), 
a voluntary organization of industry 
and municipalities that informs resi- 
dents of chemical releases and other 
activities of concern to the public at 
industrial plants in the area. It was 
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created five years ago and covers 700 
square kilometres, home to about 
70,000 homes and businesses 

For non-emergency information 
such as training exercise sched- 
ules, industry members leave mes- 
sages for residents to access. When 
a plant or upgrader leaks potentially 
dangerous chemicals, however, resi- 
dents are called and told to “shelter 
in place”—in other words, to remain 
in their homes and seal off windows, 
doors, and any other spaces where 
air could be drawn in. 

Aside from dues collected from the 
county councils that sit on the orga- 
nization’s board, NR CAER receives 
no government funding, says project 
co-ordinator Brenda Gheran 

Sturgeon country resident Anne 
Brown argues that by offloading 
emergency-notification duties to 
volunteer groups, the provincial goy- 
ernment is abdicating its responsibil 
ity to protect residents—and things 
are only going to get worse if more 
upgraders appear in the area. Brown 
lives on the southern border of Al- 
berta’s industrial heartland and is 
also a CRD member. In her area, the 
voluntary group monitoring air qual- 
ity is called the Fort Air Partnership. 
She was shocked when that group 
reported that the levels of benzene, a 
chemical that has been linked to can- 
cer, was double that recommended 
by the province's air-quality guide- 
lines. What made matters worse was 
it took 10 days for the group to re- 
spond to her requests for more infor- 
mation, she says. 

“Why is this important function 
being left to volunteers?” she asks. 
“Reliable and timely information is 
critical to families living in this in- 
dustrialized area.... Until better mon- 
itoring of the air shed is in place, no 
further development should go for- 
ward.”

instance, was completed by indus- 
try-directed and paid consultants. 
“They hire their consultants,” he 
says, “and then come up with what 
we see as biased information.” 

Groot says that although CRD re- 
ceived funding from Petro-Canada 
to hire a lawyer and experts to tes- 
tify at the ERCB hearing, it wasn't 
enough to fully examine Petro-Can- 
ada's claims that nearby homes and 
businesses are safe. The independent 
engineer hired by CRD quit early on, 
he says, because the group couldn't 
offer enough funding for a full as- 
sessment, and confidentiality agree- 
ments with Petro-Canada also made 
the task difficult. 

€RCB spokesperson Darin Barter 
says the board reviews all technol- 
ogy, even if it's patented. He says 
people who come to the board to 
oppose projects often feel that their 
concerns are not heard because the 
project is approved, but that’s not the 
case. The ERCB consistently grants 
conditional approvals based on what 
residents of the area bring forward, 
he says, pointing to the lengthy 
preparation process companies go 
through (in this case, two years of 
public consultations) before reach- 
ing the board as proof of the careful 
consideration that goes into each ap-

further called into question by the 
government's practice of contracting 
out the review of the Environmental 
Impact Assessments (EIA) to con- 
sultants who also work for industry. 

€IAs are reports that tell Alberta 
Environment how a given develop- 
ment will change the area, and in- 
cludes assessments of pollution lev- 
els, resource use, and noise. Industry 
has always paid for and directed con- 
sultant work on these initial reports. 
Prior to the recent spike in industrial 
proposals, Alberta Environment's 
experts would run a check on the ac- 
curacy of this information. 

Since January 2007, reviews of 
these consultant reports have been 
contracted out to other consultants, 
says €nvironmental Assessment 
Team Leader Chris Powter. Alberta 
Environment contracts out the re- 
view to a consultant and directs the 
work, while industry foots the bill. 

Contracting out EIA reviews be- 
gan as a pilot. Half of the reviews 
were done by Alberta Environment 
and half were contracting out. Now, 
consultants do almost all the EIA re- 


views, including the proposed Petro- 


Canada upgrader. 

The practice raises questions about 
the neutrality of consultants who 
also do many projects for industry, 
Dyer says, asking how unbiased a 
company or individual can be when 
they count on the companies they 
are reporting on for future employ- 
ment. 

Powter says there are mechanisms 
in place to avoid conflicts of inter- 
est, and especially to prevent cases 
where individuals end up reviewing 
their own work. He stresses that all 
regulatory decisions are still made by 
Alberta Environment. 

“We felt that it would be better,” he 
says, “to dedicate our staff resources 
to processing the application rather 
than focusing on the EIA work.” 

That doesn't sit well with Dyer, who 
says it's no wonder the Alberta pub- 
lic has to rely on anonymous tipsters 
to inform them of problems like the 
dead ducks in the tailings ponds. “We 
don't have enough environmental 
managers,” he says. “The underlying 
theme here is how under-resourced 
our environmental department has 
become.”

Mayor Stephen Mandel has changed his 
tune on the value of public-private partner- 
ships, commonly called P3s. Mandel was 
quoted in the Edmonton Journal on June 

18 as saying, “I've never been a huge fan 

of P3s....| don’t know that they serve their 
purpose.” 

But back in December, the mayor 
defended the partnerships to SEE, insisting 
that concern over increased costs resulting 
from private sector profits were a “red her- 
ring,” and praising private industry for being 
more efficient than government. 


Now he's saying the idea might not even _ 


be worth the paperwork. 

Changing your stance when evidence 
presents another conclusion can be a sign 
of intelligence, but why did city council 
consider P3s in the first place? The evidence 
was there. The Federation of Canadian Mu- 
nicipalities did a report on P3s which clearly 
showed their faults. 
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In previous issues of SEE, we lambasted 
Ward 3 councillor Tony Caterina for once 
again trying to dig up the municipal airport 
debate. 

While his suggestion that expanding the 
number and size of flights landing at the 
airport to serve businesspeople still deserves 
araised eyebrow, his criticism that city ad- 
ministrators should have asked locals about 
the airport before issuing a report recom- 
mending ditching it was valid. 

Actually, the fact that city council is now 
considering redeveloping the area at all 
deserves applause. 

Getting rid of the airport is the way to go. 
Besides the occasional community dance, 
beerfest or comics convention, the airport is 
a huge black hole in the community, and an 
especially strange one so close to downtown. 

If Edmonton is serious about becoming 





more liveable, an in-fill project at the airport 
is a great way to start. 





Invoking the ghost of federal interference by 
referencing the National Energy Program is 
perhaps the most overused political stunt 
in the history of Albertakind. Ever. Seriously, 
update your political rhetoric at least once 
adecade. 

Using tones that recalled the NEP 
hysteria, Finance Minister Iris Evans said last 
week that Stephane Dion's carbon tax plan 
will hurt Alberta more than other provinces 
because we rely on dirtier technologies 
while other provinces that have the “luxury” 
of using hydro. It’s funny that in a province 
where defending our resource independence 
scores political points, a politician begrudges 
Ontario the power of Niagara Falls. 

Alberta certainly could have chosen to 
invest in solar and windpower in a big way, 
but because we've been coasting on oil 
money there’s been no incentive to do so. 
Dion's tax is an attempt to change that. And 
that’s a good thing.

No, No, No: The LRT 
Needs To Go Here!

OUR URBAN PLANNING GEEK 
GETS OUT THE MAP AND 
DRAWS UP AN LRT SYSTEM FOR 
A POST-CARBON WORLD 


Editor's Note: Jordan Schroder is a 
local public transit advocate and ur- 
ban planning geek.

Our suburban dream comes to an 
end with rising oil prices. 

“We are in for almost a complete 
remaking of our way of life,” notes 
Richard Florida, the University of 
Toronto professor and urban thinker. 
He believes denser living areas will 
offer an even higher quality of life 
and “a better future in the post-car- 
bon world.” The transition will be 
difficult, but cities that prepare for 
the changes ahead will thrive. 

Edmonton, however, has gone in 
the opposite direction, expanding 
into one of the most thinly populated 
cities in the world, At 900 people per 
square kilometre, we rank an abys- 
mal 178th in population density, and 
form the core of the nation’s widest 
metropolitan area. We also drive 
more than people in any other CGa- 
nadian city—a federal study found 
75 per cent of Edmontonians travel 
exclusively by car. 

But there’s hope. An Edmonton 
municipal policy document called 
City Vision ambitiously sets out pri- 
orities that will guide major planning 
decisions for the next 30 years. It 
calls for a denser, more walkable city, 
with an efficient transit system built 
around LRT. But we'll have to get 
out from behind the eightball if we 
want to catch up with rapid growth. 
We are investing in LRT, but poor 
community consultation has lead to 
larger questions about big-picture 
land use planning issues throughout 
the city. 

The NAIT, West, and Mill Woods 
LRT extensions aren't currently be- 
ing co-ordinated, says city planner 
Rhonda Toohey. Nor is there a*plan 
in place for logistical expansion is- 
sues such as garages or track capac- 
ity in the downtown tunnel. 

Appearing at City Hall in January 
were a disgruntled group from King- 
sway Mall who felt they had not been 
given a reasonable amount of time 
over the holidays to deal with the 


proposed NAIT | LRT line, They even’ 


had an active permit with the city to 
expand. the mall on their property 
onto'the very spot where the NAIT 


has been lost in the mayor's hasty 
press to pour concrete. 


Council approved the first phase of 
the NAIT extension « oming out from 
under the new EPCOR tower, but the 
route curves north from there, cut 
ting through blocks of residential 
and commercial property. It’s an ex 
pensive proposition when cheaper, 


more effective routes exist. (And we 
don’t know where the line will run 
north of NAIT!) 

Let me lay out some alternatives 
to current plans. From 97 Street and 
stopping at NAIT along Princess 
Elizabeth Avenue, an alternative line 
could cross Kingsway Avenue west 
to 110 Street through 
south of the municipal airport. In- 
stead of bulldozing a dozen blocks 
of buildings on the recommended 
route, only a half-dozen houses stand 
in the way of this line on the corner 
south to St. Joseph’s School. Once on 
110 Street there would be zero prop-

erty expropriation required along 
land all the way to Grandin. Not only 
would this route be superior from a 
cost perspective, but it also allows 
for better situated stations to serve 
NAIT, Kingsway, McDougall, and 
MacEwan College—who would likely 
support a station farther west than 
the one currently being proposed 

Mill Woods councillor Dave Thiele 
has wisely been talking about running 
LRT along the High Level Bridge for 
years. From there, the alternative line 
naturally goes southeast via stations 
at Garneau and Whyte Avenue, and 
through Strathcona Junction, where 
the high-speed rail should terminate 
with a new bus station. Along empty 
corridors from 68 Avenue west to 
91 Street, it hits multiple transit-ori- 
ented development opportunities all 
the way to Lakewood and Mill Woods 
Town Centre via 28 Avenue 

The EPCOR tunnel could then 
form the beginning of a separate 
St. Albert line. Cutting and cover- 
ing along 105 Avenue to preserve 
the area, it could hit MacEwan on 
the way to Oliver Square, and the 
VIA rail station along the empty 121 
Street rail corridor north. 

The only barriers to these align- 
ments, other than ~ bureaucratic 
thinking, are property rights. CP Rail 
owns the corridor around Strathcona 
Junction and the Alberta government 
owns the High Level Bridge, but with 
everyone at the table, there's no rea- 
son we couldn't negotiate a deal. 

This year, council should move to 
establish-a plan to analyze potential 
routes like the ones [ve laid out and 
push for predictable funding from 
provincial surpluses te‘finance them. 
With an LRT master plan in place

This Hurts Me Less Than It Hurts Kids 


INEXILE EVERYWHERE THE EXILE 
SPANKING-MAD PARENTS 
SHOULD KICK THE PARANOIA 
TO THE CURB, AND THEN JUST 
TALK TO THEIR KIDS 





Children are our most precious re- 
source, the saying goes, and like any 
natural resource, their ownership 
and control are hotly contested. Are 
children chattel? Do parents have 
the right to run their own little pri- 
vate social laboratories? Or are kids 
effectively state property, with bodies 
and minds in which the government 
has an overriding interest? 

The religiously and conservatively 
inspired seem to be particularly exer- 
cised this week with a Liberal senate 
bill to ban the spanking of children. 
My favourite flat-out crazy response 
to this legislation was written by Li- 
cia Corbella in the Calgary Herald. 
She claims that one organization 
that backs the bill also lobbied suc- 
cessfully years ago for the equaliza- 
tion of the age of consent for gay and 
straight sex. She notes that the group 
“that worked so doggedly to make it 
illegal for loving parents to spank 


their children is the very same group 
that successfully worked to make it 
legal for a stranger to sodomize a 
14-year-old!” 

Wow. How is it that the most sex- 
phobic and alarmist of moral scolds 
are also often the most graphic? | 
have encountered this before, by the 
way, at what is ostensibly the other 
end of the ideological spectrum. | 
went to a university lecture once 
by feminist and anti-porn crusader 
Catherine MacKinnon. Her imag- 
ery was exceptionally vivid, with 
talk of “penises slicing in and out of 
women” and “taking the gags out of 
women’s mouths.” 

Anyway, getting back to Corbella’s 
column, she uses the “loving parents” 
phrase four times, hammering away 
at what she sees as an unbridgeable 
gap between the parental right and 
duty to protect (and control) chil- 
dren, and the liberal state's NGO- 
sponsored attempts to undermine 
the parent-child relationship. 

Spanking children is part of a 
loving relationship to many such 
people, in spite of a growing stack of 
peer-reviewed studies reporting that 


physical discipline of children is no 
more healthy or educational than 
hitting adults, a phenomenon that 
only gradually fell from favour in the 
history of Western society. Physi- 
cal “correction” of wives was legal 
in most common law jurisdictions 
well into the 19th century (and was 
socially acceptable much later), and 
corporal punishment was allowed in 
Canadian prisons until 1972. 

The only Canadians who can still 
legally be hit are children aged 2 to 
13. Corporal punishment of children 
has been banned in several European 
Union states, including Norway and 
Israel, and it is only a matter of time 
before the same happens here, re- 
gardless of the fate of the current bill 
in Parliament. 

The battle to maintain the right 
to spank is very much wrapped up 
with the urge to “protect” children’s 
minds as well. In this context, I don’t 
believe that Corbella’s reference to 
“sodomizing” was incidental. Social 
conservatives of this kind see hit- 
ting children as logically and morally 
consistent with keeping them in the 
dark about sex, even though sex edu- 


cation today is arguably a matter of 
life and death. 

In what is likely a portent of things 
to come, the 
Board announced last Friday that it 
will be implementing provincial edu-

cation ministry policy that bars par- 
ents from preventing their children 
from being taught about—ahem— 
“alternative sexuality.” There's that 
sodomy again. Catholic and other 
conservative organizations are trying 
to help the small minority of parents 
opposed to the new policy circum- 
vent it, but I’m hoping that the board 
and the province stand their ground 
If anyone needs education about 
sex and sexual health issues, it is 
precisely those students whose par- 
ents want to keep knowledge away 
from them. And yes, I question the 
motives and even the competence of 
any “loving parent” who isn’t open 
to a rational, factual discussion of 
these matters with their children. 
Unfortunately, some parents can’t be 
relied upon to do this, and this is one 
of those times where the state, in the 
form of the school, must intercede

backlash that may result in fewer in- 
vestments in the province. 

“Unless there's a real effort on the 
government's part to actually clean 
up the tarsands and adopt more envi- 
ronmentally friendly practices, [the 
rebranding campaign] is not going 
to work,” Mason says. “It’s like the 
tobacco companies taking out ads to 
convince people that cigarettes are 
safe. People just won't buy it.” 

“Its business as usual with our 
provincial government,” says Lib- 
eral MLA Hugh McDonald. “They 
think they can buy political goodwill 
through public relations and this is 
another example of it.” 

According to the government, the 
three-year campaign is intended to 
promote the province as a “great 
place to live, work, visit, and in- 
vest in,” and to polish Alberta's en- 
vironmental image. The premier 
rationalized the need for the re- 
branding campaign because of “mis- 
information” spread by the opposition 
parties and environmental groups 
like Greenpeace and the Sierra 
Club about Alberta's environmental 
record. 

He also accused the opposition of 
trying to damage the reputation of 
the Department of Environment and 
oil companies after being asked if 
the money could not be better spent 
protecting the environment. “$25 
million is well spent in ensuring 
that we protect the integrity of this 
province not only within Canada but 
within North America and around 
the world,” Stelmach said in the leg- 
islature on April 30. 


The opposition Liberals labeled the 
campaign as nothing more than tax- 
payer-funded propaganda. With U.S. 
politicians increasingly opposed to 
the use of fuel derived from Alberta's 
oilsands, McDonald says taxpayer 
money would be better invested in 
new technologies like carbon capture 
and storage. “The $25 million could 
be spent actually cleaning up the en- 
vironment,” he says, “rather than 
this propaganda campaign.” 

U.S. politicians are increasingly 
opposed to the use of unconven- 
tional energy sources that emit large 
amounts of greenhouse gases. Re- 
garding Alberta's oilsands, Henry 
Waxman, a U.S. congressman and 
co-author of the U.S. Energy Inde- 
pendence and Security Act of 2007, 
was quoted as saying, “It is impor- 
tant to ensure that the [U.S.] federal 
government does not subsidize or 
promote the expanded use of these 
fuels through government purchas- 
ing decisions.” Earlier this week, 
U.S. presidential candidate Barack 
Obama and a number of big city U.S. 
mayors called for the U.S. to reduce 
its addiction to “dirty oil.” 

“American consumers are going 
to be quite skeptical because they 
already know our environmental 
track record,” McDonald says. “And 
it hasn’t been a good one.” He adds 
that taxpayer money would be bet- 
ter invested in new technologies like 
carbon capture and storage. “The last 
thing we need in this province,” he 
concludes, “is another propaganda 
campaign funded by the taxpayer.”

But thanks to a solid business plan 
seemingly at odds with their whimsi- 
cal designs and bubbly personalities, 
free swag may not be too far off for 
friends close to these local designers, 
who celebrate their one-year anni- 
versary this Thursday night at Halo. 

Linda Ritter, one half of the team, 
was adept at the art of the pitch long 
before she went into business. Rit- 
ter was crafting handprinted shirts 
on her own, when Shauna Force, 
a school chum from kindergarten, 
came back to town. After the two 
spent 10 days together in a Fringe 
tent selling t-shirts and bags silk- 
screened with everything from dino- 
saurs to lounge chairs, they figured 
they could do anything. But then 
Force considered returning to design 
school in Vancouver. 

“I said, “Why would you go away 
to do design?’” Ritter remembers. 
“I thought up this whole pitch and I 
came out with all my ideas, and sold 
it to her. ‘It's less than tuition!’” The 
cost was cheap, but they still needed 
business advice—and money. That's 
where AWE (Alberta Women Entre- 
preneurs) came in. 

“AWE has all sorts of business 
meetings, step-by-step what you 
need to know,” Force says. 

“It makes it really easy for young 
people looking to do something,” 
Ritter adds. “it doesn’t cost anything 
to learn and figure out if what they 
want to do will cost too much, or if

mothers wearing their clothes and 
carrying their bags. “We call them 
‘spottings’ when we see somebody 
wearing our stuff,” laughs Ritter. 

“The first time we saw anyone with 
one of our shirts on, we tried to take 
a cellphone picture over our shoul- 
der,” Force laughs. “It-was really awe- 
some to see somebody who we didn’t 
know wearing our stuff. People are 
coming back, saying, ‘Oh, | brought 
my friend this time,’ we're definitely 
seeing familiar faces.”

“We wanted to design something 
that we could afford too,” Force says, 
“We don't have extravagant jobs, or 
spend so much on clothes.” Sure 
enough, if you hang around farmers’ 
markets and shopping districts, you'll 
see everyone from tweens to grand- 


like flipping through Alice in Won- 
derland’s diary or an issue of Better 
Homes and Gardens for Hipsters. 


“When we have big events com- | 


ing up,” Force says, “we sit down 
and try to come up with, say, six 
new designs. We try not to redo 
things—it’s always pushing us to try 
new things, so people see new things 
every time... it doesn't feel like work, 
sitting around doodling, coming up 
with color schemes.” 

Ritter agrees. “It was incredible to 
say, ‘This is what I'm going to do, 
and I’m going to call it work.”

How Green Was The Salad I Picked In The Valley 


YOU CAN FIX A BOWL OF 
HEALTHY GREENS FROM RIVER 
VALLEY PLANTS—BUT THAT 
DOESN'T MEAN YOU SHOULD 





At 7,400 hectares, Edmonton's Riv- 
“er Valley, is 21 times larger than New 
York City's Central Park. It’s a versa- 
tile bit of real estate: a place where 
you can hike, cycle, kayak, golf, stroll, 
gambol, frolic... and scavenge for the 
ingredients of a sumptuous salad. 

Rob Rogers, a herbal educator at 
Grant MacEwan College and North- 
ern Star College, estirnates that over 
100 varieties of wild edible plants 
grow in the River Valley. Further- 
more, by-combining the right ingre- 
dients, you can create a locally-grown 
treat for your palate while improving 

* your overall health. 

Well, you could if doing so weren't 
so perilous—those who prefer to 
make salad from pre-packaged let- 
tuce may be fearful that wild greens 
would send their digestive systems 
into shock. Yes: many of us spent our 
childhoods watching the “Don't ya 
put it in your mouth” TV commer- 
cial, so we hesitate to pick just any 
wild plant and eat it. As those sing- 
ing blue puppets noted, “You could 
get sick. Real quick. Ick.” 

Ron Berezan of The Urban Farm- 
er organic gardening service says 
you shouldn't eat wild plants unless 
you're 100 per cent certain of what 
they are. For example, though edible 
morel mushrooms do grow in the 
River Valley, they have poisonous 
lookalikes. For a non-expert, it's just 
not worth the gamble. And that's be- 
fore you consider the pesticides, her- 
bicides, and vehicular pollution that 
Rogers says have rendered much of 
the River Valley's plants inedible. 


Dandelions Are Good 

If you know what you're picking, and 
you can verify that it’s not covered in 
harmful substances, health advan- 
tages would certainly make eating 
the plants worthwhile. 

Take dandelions. Cherry Dodd of 
the Edmonton Naturalization Group 
says they’re packed with more Vita- 
min C and “nutritious goodies” than 
lettuce. Oh sure, people generally 
hate 'em when they're overtaking 
their front lawn, but historically, dan- 
delions were cause for celebration. 
Michael Kalmanovitch of €arth’s 
General Store explains that since 
dandelions are one of the first green 
edible plants to appear in spring, 
people rejoiced to see them growing. 
In fact, dandelions were carefully 
safeguarded. Their ability to provide 
a liver detox earned them the sobri- 
quet “the miracle herb.” “We should 
be worshiping our dandelions,” Kal- 
manovitch says. 

So let's hear it for dandelions! And _ 
if you don’t mind defiling a provincial” 
symbol, Alberta's wild rose is also 
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replete with nutrition. According to 
Rogers, it has the highest Vitamin 
C content of any rose in the world. 
And that’s a lot of Vitamin C: three 
rosehips contain as much Vitamin 
C as an entire orange. Fiddleheads, 
fireweed, and violets are also rich in 
both Vitamins A-and C. 

So if you’re sure the plants aren't 
poisonous, and you're sure they 
aren't covered in toxins, then eat- 
ing these wholesome, locally grown 
plants is good for your health, yes? 

Yes, indeed. But it’s not necessarily 
good for the environment. 


Don't Get Greedy 

“It's not good to transplant native 
plants, because you might be digging 
up the last one,” Dodd explains. Vio- 
lets may be beautiful and delicious, 
but Dodd says they've become so 
uncommon that they shouldn't be 
picked. “Due to habitat loss, we've al- 
ready lost many varieties of plants.” 

Rogers also doesn’t advocate pick- 
ing edible plants from the River Val- 
ley. He says they should be protected, 
if for no other reason than animals 
rely on these plants and berries for 
sustenance. 

Sure. But suppose the plants aren't 
poisonous, haven't been sprayed by 
herbicides or pesticides, and aren't 
endangered (like the ubiquitous dan- 
delion): could you pick plants in the 
River Valley then? Maybe no. Be- 
cause the River Valley is designated 
as a “parkland” under Bylaw 2202, 
technically you ¢an’t move, remove, 
cut, or damage any plant, tree, or 
flower from its environs. 

But, says City of Edmonton park 
ranger Greg Komarniski, as long as 
ité for personal and not commercial 


"purposes, and you don’t damage the

Native Plant Salad 
For a scrumptious salad composed 
entirely of plants native to Edmon- 
ton, look for the plants and berries 
listed below. Dodd says that most 
have grown here since the end of the 
last ice age, 10,000 years ago 

+ morel mushrooms 

+ fireweed shoots 

+ cattail shoots 

+ gooseberries 

+ hazelnuts 

+ rose petal syrup 

Try sautéeing your morels with 
some cattail shoots, which have a 
neutral taste but provide a healthy 
crunch, (They make a great substi- 
tute in recipes which call for hearts 
of palm.) Fireweed shoots have ed- 
ible fuchsia flowers for a splash of 
colour, and gooseberries offer a tart 
accent. If you can beat the squirrels 
to ‘em, hazelnuts are a great garnish. 
Jasmin Kobajica, the executive chef 
at Edmonton’s Crowne Plaza Cha- 
teau Lacombe, has combined wild 
rosehips with honey, white wine vin- 
egar, and canola oil to create a delec- 
table dressing. He suggests serving it 
with mixed greens (which, of course, 
can also be found in the River Valley) 
alongside a chicken dish. 


Non-Native Plant Salad 
Non-native plants that grow in our 
Valley can be traced back to settlers 
who arrived here from Russia and 
Ukraine, and even those who came 
on the Mayflower. Choose from 
among the following non-native 
plants to create a delicious salad: 

+ wild asparagus 

+ wild horseradish (which can be

found in moist soil near ditches and 
creeks) 

+ burdock root 

+ chickweed 

+ lamb’s quarters 

+ sorrel 

+ dandelions (flowers and roots) 

Asparagus is high in folic acid, 
potassium, and fibre. Dodd explains 
that asparagus grows wild in the Riv- 
er Valley because it escaped from Ed- 
monton’s first homesteads. Adding 
the spicy flavour of wild horseradish 
is a great way to kick your salad up 
a notch. Burdock root has a distinc- 
tively mild yet sweet flavour, while, 
according to Rogers, not only does 
chickweed taste great, but it also con- 
tains an enzyme called lipase which 
helps burn body fat. Lamb’s quarters 
is a flavourful edible green that tastes 
something like spinach, Ron Berezan 
and Courtney Lake from The Urban 
Farmer suggest adding sorrel for a 
lemony tang. And come fall, steamed 
dandelion has a lovely sweet flavour. 
(It kind of tastes like carrot.) 


Fruit Salad 
Begin by gathering the following 
items: 

+ wild raspberries 

+ wild strawberries 

+ wild rose 

+ saskatoons 

+ chokecherries 

* mountain ash 
raspberries and 
strawberries are some of the best

summer treats, and no true Alber- 
tan could create a fruit salad with- 
out wild roses. The flesh and skin of 
rosehips taste delicious, and the ros- 
es are easy to find. Saskatoons can 
be sundried and added to your salad 
for a milky sweet flavour. Choke- 
cherries shouldn't be picked until 
they've ripened in September. (Oth- 





erwise, they'll dry your throat, caus- 


ing the choking sensation that gives 
them their name.) Cook them with 
honey and water to create a garnish 
Mountain ash has a tart flavour, and 
is especially good in early fall. Cook 
the berries, add some sugar, and use 
their juice as a dressing. 


Natural Pharma 

The River Valley can save you a trip 
not only to the grocery store, but also 
to the pharmacy. Rogers organizes 
plant walks through the Valley dur- 
ing which he explains the medicinal 
benefits of the plants that grow there. 
Among Rogers’ favourite tips: 

- Wild horseradish helps ease nasal 
congestion. 

- Bind together some wild rosehips 
for an impromptu wilderness ban- 
dage. 

+ Skip off to a violet tree to relieve 
itchy eczema. 

+ Highbush cranberry bark helps 
drive away menstrual cramps. 

+ Chokecherry juice is beneficial 
for those with Type 2 diabetes as it 
facilitates microvessel circulation to 
the extremities. 

+ The seed heads of lamb’s quarters 
contain a natural anti-parasite which 
removes worms and other intestinal 
parasites. 

+ Wild strawberries contain leeagic 
acid, which helps prevent cancer. 

+ Crabapples are rich in pectin. 
Their fruit and peel are both believed 
to help prevent cancer. 

+ Clover’s edible leaves and flowers 
contain isoflavones which may pro- 
tect against breast cancer.

AMBER’S TAKES SEEON A 
WILLY WONKA TOUR OF THEIR 
BREWERY... WHO KNEW BEER 
COULD TASTE LIKE PANCAKES? 





Upon walking into Amber's, my first 
thought is “Where's the brewery?” 
As my eyes adjust from the blazing 
summer sun to the filtered interior, 
I'm hailed by brewmaster Joe Parrell, 
who saunters up to me with a good- 
natured grin. 

Amber's Brewing Company (9926- 
78 Ave) was born a couple years ago 
as a two-person operation manned 
by Parrell and owner Jim Gibbon. 
They created their first beer through 
contract with Alley Kat. Last sum- 
mer they found their new digs in an 
old Chinese noodle factory, Wing's 
Foods, and renovated the entire fa- 
cility. And Amber's lineup of craft- 
brewed beers have been appearing 
in more and more places around Ed- 
monton ever since. 

As we walk amongst gleaming 
stainless steel tanks and valves, Par- 
rell intersperses his descriptions of 
beer production with candid stories 
of the growing pains he experienced 
as the new brewery took shape. 

“I wish you could have seen this 
place last year—it was a disaster!” 
he laughs, describing the place as a 
mess of cords, wires, nuts, and bolts. 
“I was constantly finding pieces, or- 
ganizing piles of stuff.... It was like 
the biggest jigsaw puzzle I’ve ever 
done.” 

He points out a sawed-off pipe jut- 
ting out of the ceiling next to a large 
steel tank and explains that it used 
to be a container for liquid sugar. 
“We thought the line was empty,” 
Parrell says, “so we cut it.” They all 
too quickly discovered that it wasn't 
empty at all. “It ran for three days! 
We carried thousands of buckets of

sugar out to the back. On the first 
day there were only a couple wasps 
around. By the third day, there were 
hundreds. Brewing school doesn't 
prepare you for that kind of thing!” 
(The space has since been converted 
into a chillout area, complete with 
vintage chairs and lava lamps.) 

As we walk around the mash tun, 
Parrell notes his previous experience 
working for Molson was wholly dif- 
ferent from what working at Amber's 
is like. “I learned more at Amber's in 
three months than I did in my whole 
time at Molson,” he says. “There, 
everything was automated—you 
just pushed a few buttons and the 
beer was made. But here, we climb 
around on the equipment like it's 
monkey bars.” 

Most 
similar do-it-yourself approach, as 


microbreweries follow a 
the cost of opening a brewery with 
shiny new robotic equipment is sim- 
ply prohibitive. Amber's uses equip- 
ment from the retired microbrewery 
Flanagan and Sons; their bottling 
machine comes from the original 
Coca-Cola plant in Atlanta, Geor- 
gia. (As soon as I see that baby blue 
monstrosity I’m in love: I’m a sucker 
for anything vintage. ) However, even 
the bottling line was not without its 
share of trials. On its first test run, 
Parnell and Gibbon discovered it was 
designed for the classic stubby Coke 
bottles, so it had to be modified to 
fit the modern, sleeker beer bottle. 
The machine also takes a good 30 
to 40 minutes to get going. Parrell 
describes it as an old man: “it takes 
him a while to get out of bed in the 
morning, but when he finally does 
he's ready to go.” 

We move to the makeshift bar 
in the middle of the room, where I 
sample their lineup. I had tried the 
Australian Mountain Pepper Berry 
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before, which has a unique, power- 
fully peppery flavour that builds at 
the back of your palate. It was one 
of their first brews, released just be- 
fore the Pale Ale, which is refresh 
ing, crisp, and very good for summer | 
sipping. 

1 also tried Bub’s Lunch Pail Ale, 
made with water from the High Lev- 
el Bridge waterfall. (Don’t worry, it’s | 
clean drinking water, not scummy | 
river water. | checked.) It’s more of 
an English-style ale and is danger- 
ously smooth, with a small bite of 
citrusy hops at the end 

With an interesting name and even 
more interesting flavour, the Sap 
Vampire Maple Lager is memorable, 
even if it doesn’t suit your taste. This 
beer is liquid pancakes. I’m not jok- 
ing—it's straight up Aunt Jemima's, 
and after a couple of sips, my craving | 
for bacon becomes insatiable. (Why 
do I always discover breakfast beer | 
while visiting breweries? ) | 

We finish off with Grog, some- 
thing I hesitate to call a “cooler” as | 
this word has unfortunately become | 
synonymous with mass-produced, | 
hyper-marketed bitchpops favoured | 
by the high school crowd. Grog far | 
outshines anything in the cooler cat- 
egory, tasting like something derived | 
from real fruit. It even has some pulp 
floating in it. With aromas of fresh 
limes and a well-balanced palate, it’s | 
a drink you can indulge in without 
feeling guilty (or underage). 

Amber's may still be in its infan- 
cy, but the beer is already good and 
will only get better with time. And 
if you need a final reason to check 
ther out, Amber's is eco-friendly: 











they have implemented an effective, 
all-inclusive recycling program and 
have even gotten rid of their indus- 
trial garbage bin.

Well, pine is unusable because it’s too soft. 
You need a hardwood for the neck and sides 
for structural integrity. The most important 
part of the guitar is the soundboard, which

will be made of a softwood, like cedar or red- 
wood. Cedar gives you a really mellow sound, 
but it can overdrive really well so that if you 
hammer a bunch of chords you get these 
things called “wolf notes,” which bleed into 
one another. Spruce is a stiffer softwood, so 
it gives a punchier sound—it’s louder, and 
it gives more division between notes. The 
wood for the back and sides aren't as impor- 
tant; usually people just choose them based 
on the look they want. So maybe rosewood 
or mahogany. 

Do you paint the guitars? 

| don’t do the painting. Maybe in the future. 
It’s Just that there are a lot of full figured 
woods which look good on their own, and 
| don't want to cover that. | also use a dif- 
ferent finish than most luthiers. Most use a 
lacquer which they can put pigment into and 
then spray the guitar. But | use shellac, which 
is a French polishing technique that's basi- 
cally made from tree resin which a beetle has 
eaten and crapped back out—and then | dis- 
solve it in alcohol, and then | burn it onto the 
guitar with a cloth. The alcohol gets bumed 
but leaves the tree resin on the guitar. 

What about when you're building an 
electric guitar? | can understand how 
the wood would affect an acoustic 
guitar, but an electric just seems like 
strings and pickups. 

That's true in a way, although you do get 
certain resonance from different woods and 
the pickups will pick up on that resonance 
A thick ash body would sustain longer than 
something made of poplar. So it does make 
a bit of a difference.

New York Bagel Café’s original loca- 
tion went up in flames along with 
the Smitty’s and adjacent business- 
es that used to be on the northeast 
corner of Whyte and Calgary Trail 
North. Though it took them a little 
while to take up their new digs next 
to the Cosmopolitan Music Society 
on Gateway Boulevard, I’m ashamed 
fo say that until this week, | hadn't 
‘patronized the cozy, Old World-style 
café since their heyday near the Ave 

Determined to visit their new loca- 
tion (in a building that housed the 
unfortunately named Twig and Ber- 
ries Café) I enjoined one Tom Mur- 
ray, this city’s hardest-working music 
journalist/journalistic musician, to 
be my guest one sunny afternoon. 

As proof that we’ve both been 
kicking around this town way too 
long, we were greeted in the Bagel’s 
dark wood-lined confines by a lovely 
woman of long mutual acquaintance 
who was overseeing the dining room 
that day.

of brown sugar, and presented us 
with a repurposed bottle of Bombay 
Sapphire full of water to keep us hy- 
drated.

We sipped our strong, satisfying 
coffees and gossiped a while, qui- 
etly relishing the European-ness of 
a long, lazy midday caffeine break 
The Bagel always did feel like the 
perfect spot for good conversation, 
even back when I had to pay for 
everything in quarters. Luckily I'd 
brought an astute man with many 
well-formed opinions—he's certainly

“I chose to say that I had lost my son 
It was a very conscious decision,” 
explains Edmonton-born, Toronto- 
based singer/songwriter Christa 
Couture. “I really debated whether 
I was going to actually spell that out 
for people with this record. | mean, 
its vulnerable, and I was worried 
about how it would be handled by the 
press.” 

I’ve caught her on her cell while 
she’s on the road to a gig in Montreal 
She takes the time to find a place to 
pull over—which is good, as Couture 
has experienced enough adversity in 
her lifetime (including overcoming 
childhood cancer) without adding 
some highway incident to the list: As 
18-wheelers thunder by, Couture gets 
distracted by the sound and loses her 
place in the long story of the creation 
of her latest album, The Wedding 
Singer & The Undertaker. It was a 
process that started before love and 
ended after loss, one that made Cou- 
ture realize that not writing, for her, 
was not an option. 

“When the album started to take 
shape was probably when I met Nick, 
my boyfriend, cause I started writing 
happy songs for the first time in my 
life,” says Couture with a laugh. “It’s 
amazing what love does to you. You 
write all these political songs and 
personal songs and angry songs and 
then it’s just like ‘La-la-la-la-la.”” 

“La-la-la” led. to an unexpected 
pregnancy, but Couture embraced 
the idea of motherhood, and shifted 
her priorities to figure out how she 


was going to integrate music into the 
new direction her life was taking 
“When my son Emmett was born,” 
she saysm “He died after a really 
complicated labour where just ev- 
erything went wrong and it was just 
too much for him. He didn’t survive 
it. He lived for a day on life support 
He never opened his eyes. The first 
six months after that I don’t even re- 
member—just a black hole.” 

Apathy and grief took over, and 
it was a long time before Couture 
wrote anything new. However, she 
found she needed to write to save her 
sanity. When she finally picked up 
the pen again, she ended up with two 
divergent sets of songs—ones about 
the joy of new love and motherhood, 
the others about the sorrow of loss 
(Couture’s father also died not long 
after her son.) 

“So this phrase came to me: ‘the 
wedding singer and the undertaker,” 
Couture says. “And | realized that my 
songs and my life in the last couple 
years were very much vacillating be- 
tween those two spaces. Almost liter- 
ally too: dealing with the deaths and 
also dealing with the positive side of 
things—seeing how related they are. 
I'm so glad that | had [my son]. I hate 
that he died. | hate it. But you have 
to open yourself up to things being 
hard if you going to open yourself up 
to the good stuff.” 

Couture speaks with passion and 
emotion, but her 
steady—she never wavers or cuts out. 


voice remains 


Since life has that tendency to keep 
going, even after death, Couture in- 
sists on continuing to share her ex- 
periences, with the accompaniment 
of a spirited piano or a delicate gui- 
tar, of course. 

“I've never regretted any of the 
stuff I’ve put on my album,” she 
says. “I mean, with [2005's] Fell Out

Vancouver's Mother Mother aren't 
The Osmonds or The Partridge Fam- 
ily. Although brother and sister Ryan 
and Molly Guldemond form _two- 
thirds of the band’s seamlessly inter- 
twine vocal front, this skill wasn't 
cultivated in the Guldemond Family 
Band, or even around the campfires 
of their youth. 

“We didn't really have any musi- 
cal history as collaborators before 
this band,” Ryan Guldemond says. 
“It was a total shock. I almost forced 
Molly to do it—she wasn't really a 
performing artist. She's an artist, but 
she’s a graphic designer. If you'd told 
her four years ago she'd be in a seri- 
ous touring band, she'd have laughed 
in your face, for sure.” 

Mother Mother was formed in 
2005 as an acoustic trio with the sibs 
and vocalist Debra-Jean Creelman 
as a vehicle for Ryan to break from 
his j Jang, hacgeround:2 and. explore his 
nev ination with songwrit- 
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ing, With the addition of a rhythm 
section and the help of producer 
Howard Redekopp (New Pornogra- 
phers, Tegan & Sara), Mcther Moth- 
er issued Touch Up on Last Gang 
Records in 2007. Once critics got all 
their superficial comparisons to The 
Pixies out of their system—undeni- 
ably, the Guldemonds and Creelman 
evoke the distinctive vocal alchemy 
between Black Francis and Kim 
Deal—the album's pure pop melodi- 
cism, parsimonious musical inven- 
tiveness and off-kilter lyrical outlook 
garnered plenty of positive ink. 

Now, on the eve of'a quick summer 


tour across the prairies, the band 
awaits the arrival of their latest al- 
bum, O My Heart, from the pressing 
plant so they can commence a fresh 
round of winning over fans. Helmed 
once again by Redekopp, the new al- 
bum reflects Mother Mother's grow- 
ing maturity which, to Guldemond, 
seems to mean “less happy.” 

“It's a little darker—it's a lot darker 
actually, a lot more thick in sound, 
more instrumentation and a big- 
ger production altogether,” he says. 
“The lyrics are probably a little 
darker—yeah, I guess it's moved on 
from the more cute, cheeky aesthetic

lyrics, but delivered in a more ebul- 
lient way. Being our first album, it's 
impossible not to move on from that 
and try to shape that into the next ef- 
fort. At the same time, unexpected 
things come out. The unforeseen.” 
The band’s current preoccupation 
is with reproducing the more sophis- 
ticated sound of the new songs in a 
new setting. All the same, they're 
taking care to preserve the sound 
people seemed to like in the first 
place. “There's a lot of added instru- 
mentation in the recording that we 









wanted to pay some homage to that 
in our show,” Guldemond says. “You 
get attached to certain nuances and 
to not have them there is a drag. Our 
bass player Jeremy [Page] is playing 
horns, Molly will play some synth 
and Ali [Siadat] is playing some 
sampler along with the drums. It's 
not over the top; it's very respect- 
ful to the music and subtly layered 
in. We wanted to make any addition 
subtle and make sure it really added 
to the core sound—nothing for its 
own sake.” 

Following their present tour, which 
will bring them to The Pawn Shop on 
Canada Day, Mother Mother will take 
the rest of the summer off to gird for 
a big fall tour that will hopefully take 
in some places they've never toured 
before. Guldemond admits working 
in close quarters with a family mem- 
ber over sustained periods has its ad- 
vantages and disadvantages. 

“There's something very conve- 
nient but also very treacherous about 
working with your family,” he says, 
“and that is how easy it is to take for 
granted their forgiveness of your fol- 
lies and vice versa. That being’said, 
it’s nice to have that immediate for- 
giveness; you can just kind of move 
on, you've been there a million times 
before. But at the same time, there's 
something that happens with your 
friends or working partners who 
aren't in your family, in that you 
do have to exercise more fact when 
conflicts arise, because there’s noth- 
ing outside that working relationship 
that you're indefinitely tied to. It can 
end and it can be over, whereas your 
sibling is there whether you're to- 
gether or not.”

Don't be fooled by the screech- 
soaked grins those frantic fiddlers 
and acoustic guitar players wear 
even as sweat pours down their fore- 
heads. Newfoundland’s Hey Rosetta! 
say those pulse-pounding live shows 
do take a toll. 

“It is hard to do it every show,” 
admits Tim Baker, vocalist, guitar- 
ist, and frontman for the six-piece 
folk-rock outfit. “I used to have a lot 
of trouble with my voice, especially 
when you're playing four, five, six 
nights in a row, it's just something 
we were never used to. In St. John’s, 
there's only that town to play. I mean, 
you can drive to Cornerbrook eight 
hours away, but you only ever play 
one night every week or two.” 

Blame good fortune for their hav- 
ing to adjust so quickly. After form- 
ing in 2005, the band and its mem- 
bers, all St. John’s natives, received 
a wave of critical acclaim in just 
the first year after their inception, 
picking up Group of the Year, CBC 
Galaxie Rising Star of the Year, and 
Album of the Year at the 2006 Mu- 
sicNL awards for their debut album 
Plan Your Escape. That local success 
allowed them to move westward to 
entertain a rapidly growing fanbase 
across the rest of Canada, and their 
ample touring experiences made its 
mark on their sophomore release, 
the Hawksley Workman-produced 
Into Your Lungs (and around in your 
heart and on through your blood). 

“It's been a pretty radical change in

our lives,” says Baker. “St. John’s is 
small and the scene is pretty eclectic 
There's not that many bands you can 
go see. In terms of music and writ 
ing, playing with a lot of different 
bands [on the road] exposes you to a 
lot. It affects what you want to write 
when you play live frequently. Being 
in front of a bar full of drunk people, 
it's often easier to be louder and be 
a bit more aggressive with your gui- 
tars.” 

Maybe that's why one of the gigs 
Baker remembers most fondly took 
place in a much quieter venue, a 
United Church in St. John’s. “We've 
been playing for a long time in St 
John’s and we have a really diverse 
fanbase,” he says. “There are often, 
like, 50-0r 60-year-olds who come 


out to the show, people who are un- 
derage, and the main over-19, un- 
der-35 crowd. I really enjoyed that 
church gig. We wanted to do some- 
thing that wasn't just a really packed, 
drunk, loud rock show—something 
for all the people that didn’t want to 
go out to the bar to see a band.” 

Their show at the Starlite Room 
will fall into the “packed, drunk, loud 
rock show” category... just don't judge 
the band too harshly if it’s not quite 
at 2005 levels. “We actually used to 
be even more energetic—me, espe- 
cially,” Baker laughs. “But it’s sort of 
an impossible task to keep the energy 
up night after night. So there's a little 
bit of holding back. 

“Hopefully it’s not too noticeable.”

When Katie Biever decided it was 
time to leave Jakalope last summer, 
she was like the proverbial chick 
leaving the nest. The onetime lead 
vocalist of the industrial pop out- 
fit (who has since been replaced by 
Chrystal Leigh) was discovered way 
back when by producer Dave Ogil- 
vie while working reception at The 
Warehouse Studio in Vancouver. 
Ogilvie acted as a father figure for 
the green vocalist, teaching her the 


ropes of an often shady industry. 

But even though Biever and 
Ogilvie have now parted ways—Ogil- 
vie to continue work with Jakalope, 
and Biever, now known as Katie 
Rox, to pursue a solo career—Biever 
doesn't hesitate to praise her former 
mentor. 

“Dave [Ogilvie] was like a dad to 
me,” she says. “He taught me what 
it takes to succeed in this business 
Like working with other songwrit- 
ers—I had never done that before I 
joined Jakalope, and Dave helped me 
grow as a collaborator, not to men- 
tion as a singer and songwriter.” 

For Biever, the decision to leave 
Jakalope was both easy and difficult. 
Singing with a high-profile group and 
touring as far as Japan and Australia 
was an invaluable experience, but 
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her heart just wasn’t in it anymore. 
“I felt that who I was was getting 
lost,” she explains. “You’ve got to 
try things to know if you love them 
or not, whether it be riding Harleys 
or being part of an industrial pop 
band. For me, doing the rock thing 
was really fun to try, and I put my 
all into it, but I discovered that the 
real me—the farm girl who listens to 
John Mayer—wasn't coming through 
in the music.” 

After she made her intentions to 
leave the group known to Ogilvie 
and her bandmates, Biever planned 
to take some time away from music 
in order to do a little soul-searching 
Instead, the complete opposite hap- 
pened. 

“| thought I was just going to hang 
out with friends and go to concerts 
again,” “but after a while, 
I realized that I couldn’t stay away 


she says, 


from music. | would see my guitar 
sitting in the corner and she looked 
really lonely. But it was that sense of 
freedom that comes from having no 
obligation to a group that allowed me 
to start writing songs again.” 

The songs that Biever wrote be- 
came the foundation for her first 
release as Katie Rox, High Standards, 
aseven-song EP that came out earlier 
this year. Biever embraces a stripped- 
down, acoustic sound on the album, 
a stark change in direction from the 
music that she was recording with 
Jakalope. Lyrically, Biever explores 
the same introspective territory she 
has throughout her career, only now 
her cotton-candy vocals take centre 
stage. If High Standards showcases 
anything, it’s an artist who sounds 
truly comfortable and whose voice 
connects a confidently to every lyric. 

“This is the kind of stuff that I lis- 
ten toin my spare time and sit around 
at home and play,” Biever says. “This 
is the music that I love to make.”

“Play Your Part (Pt.1),” the Opening track on 
Mashup DJ Gregg Gillis’ new CD Feed the Animals, 
is assembled from pieces of 23 individual songs 


We begin with the drumbeat from Roy Orbison's “Oh Pretty Woman,” the 
bassline and organ riff from The Spencer Davis Group's "Gimme Some Lovin” 
the rap from UGK's “International Player's Anthem,” and apparently there's 

a piece of The Unicorns’ “I’m.a Unicorn” in there somewhere too—and before 
the song is over four minutes later, we'll hear Ludacris, Sinead O'Connor, Jay-Z, 
Rage Against the Machine, Huey Lewis, and Twisted Sister joining in the fun 
The song, like the rest of Feed the Animals, is complex, funny, ingenious... and 
ultimately a little exhausting. 
Gillis does this stuff about as well as anybody... but is it art, avant-garde 
music criticism, or just the ultimate wedding-reception mixtape? The album 
is most interesting as an act of provocation against Copyright-hogging record 
companies—is it only a matter of time before Gillis gets sued back into the 
Stone Age?—but it’s a provocation without content, as suggested by the 
purposely generic song titles (“Like This,” “Hands in the Air." "Here's the Thing.” 


"Don't Stop"). 


Gillis may very well be a genius, but Feel the Animals still winds up feeling like 
much, much less than the sum of its parts.

Look at that boy riding alongside his 
father as they travel on horseback 
across the 12th-century Mongolian 
steppes. To most of us, he would ap- 
pear to be nothing more than a nine- 
year-old kid named Temudjin—but 
if you were a wise old man, one of 
those wizened, ancient seers who 
can be found in every clump of yurts, 
no matter how small, you would rec- 
ognize him for what he really is: the 
future Genghis Khan, ruthless war- 
rior, uniter of tribes, and the man 
destined to rape and pillage his way 
across most of Asia, spreading his 
seed so widely that some believe 
nearly 1 in 200 men are descended 
from him. 

Mongol covers the first stage of Li’l 
Temudjin’s life, from his boyhood to 
the 1206 victory that established him 
as the unquestioned ruler of the unit- 
ed Mongol tribes. Along the way, di- 
rector Sergei Bodrov proves himself 
a firm believer in the “man of desti- 
ny” theory of history: Temudjin nev- 
er seems to do anything that hasn't 
been foretold by a prophecy or that 
we haven't seen him solemnly vow to 
do years earlier. (This is one of those 
movies where everything happens 
three times: the characters announce 
they’re going to do something, they 
do it, and then they announce that 
they've done it.) As a result, every- 
thing Temudjin does during his rise 
to power—from slaughtering his en- 
emies to betraying his blood brother

Jamukha—comes across as the result 
not of ruthless ambition but as the 
inevitable fulfillment of the role fate 
has decreed for him. 

Bodrov’s portrait of Ternudjin is at 
once contrarian yet conventional: in- 
stead of the rapacious empire-build- 
er, we see Temudjin first as a help- 
less boy, orphaned when his father is 
poisoned by his enemies, and then as 
a warm-hearted family man, romp- 
ing in the fields with his son and 
tastefully making love with his wife 
Borte, the firelight silhouetting them 
against the wall of their tent. Well... 
| suppose that’s one approach to this 
story—albeit one that removes a lot 
of what makes Genghis Khan such a 
fascinatingly alierr historical figure. 

Do you know who is fascinating, 


though? Tadanobu Asano, the Japa- 
nese star who plays the adult Temud- 
jin, and who has appeared in such 
a stunningly diverse series of roles 
over the last 10 years that I’m em- 
barrassed to admit I never associated 
them with the same actor until now. 
You mean the guy who played the 
shy librarian in Last Life in the Uni- 
verse is the same guy who starred as 
the Joker-mouthed sadist Kakihara in 
Ichi the Killer? And had major roles 
in Hou Hsiao-Hsien’s Café Lumiére 
and Takeshi Kitano's Zatoichi in 
the same year? He's like a Japanese 
Viggo Mortensen, but with a serene, 
almost feminine quality mixed in. 
Supposedly, Mongol is only the first 
installment of a planned Genghis 
Khan trilogy, and perhaps later films 


will allow Asano to show off his more 
bloodthirsty Ichi side. 

There are some brutal, bloody bat- 
tle scenes in Mongol, but in a strange 
way, they make the film seem less re- 
alistic. Swords don’t just strike their 
opponents’ bodies in this movie; ev- 
ery hit produces thick, red gouts of 
slow-motion CGI blood. It’s the same 
effect that Takeshi Kitano used in Za- 
toichi, where it gave the swordfights 
a certain heightened, mythic quality; 
here, combined with the Saving Pri- 
vate Ryan skip-frame photography, 
it merely seems vulgar and anachro- 
nistic. (The most ridiculous moment 
comes when Temudjin somehow 
throws a spear the size of a telephone 
pole through an opponent's chest, 
impaling him on a tree a few feet be- 





hind him. When did Genghis Khan 
get as strong as Hellboy?) 

There's no denying Mongol looks 
great—the production values are im- 
peccable, and if you like watching 
people ride horses across widescreen 
sunsets, boy, are you in for a treat! It 
was nominated for an Oscar earlier 
this year for Best Foreign Language 
Film, and it's the kind of square, 
ponderous, every-dollar-is-up-there- 
on-the-screen epic that I imagine 
appeals to the same Oscar voters 
who gave Best Picture to movies like 
Braveheart and Gladiator. 

When it comes to conquering the 
world, Hollywood has far surpassed 
Genghis Khan: even as far away as 
Kazakhstan, they've learned to obey 
its laws.

Hiroshi Teshigahara’s 1984 contem- 
plation of the work of the Catalan 
architect Antonio Gaudi (1852-1926) 
and its distinctive geo-cultural sur- 
roundings isn’t exactly what you 
would call “instructive” or “fact- 
filled.” I had to look up the years of 
Gaudi’s birth and death on the web, 
for instance. 

But Teshigahara, whom Metro

fans might remember from a recent- 
ish mini-retrospective that included 
The Woman in the Dunes, The Face 
of Another, and Pitfall, makes a good 
point with his steady-roving curiosi- 
ty about the extraordinary structures 
and environments Gaudi devised— 
the otherworldly yet strangely or- 
ganic vision the architect brought to 
every detail of his work is endlessly 
arresting to gaze upon, no’ matter 
how little you know about the man 
What Teshigahara clearly shows is 
that Gaudi was a man who had some 
kind of extrasensory rapport with 
the world around him, translating 
the shapes of nature and the Catalo- 
nian countryside into bricks, mortar, 
tile, stone, and wood. Certainly no 
amount of narration could add any- 


thing to the experience of looking at 
Gaudi’s work—his fluid, loopy use of 
such intractable materials is almost 
unhinging 

An apartment block in Barcelona 
that looks like it could have either 
sprung, fungus-like, from the ground 








of stone fronds; delirious hallucina- 


tions of tile mosaic describing the 
psychedelic perimeter of a public 
plaza within sight of Gaudi’s crown 
ing (and as yet incomplete) achieve- 
ment, the Sagrada Familia. After a 
while, the rippling ceilings, asym-

or dripped like precipitate from the 
grey sky, its tangles of wrought iron 
filigree frozen in the wind; the ceil- 
ing of a long outdoor promenade,

haunch, melting windowframes 
and seashell-whorl stairwells, the 
disconcerting suppleness of Gaudi’s 
creations floating before the eyes, 


paired with Toru Takemitsu’s eerie

soundscape, become hypnotic, if not 
exactly soothing 

The patience with which Teshi 
gahara explores built landscapes is 
matched by his genius for finding 
the mundane precursors to Gaudi’s 
work—the slippery litheness of fish 
on ice at a market, the footworn spill 
of a narrow cobbled street through 
eroded 


cliffs bearded with thick thatches of 


a Catalan village, stone 
green—and his preoccupation with 
the graceful, effortless arcs of nature 
that makes his work so startling 

The last 15 minutes of Antonio 
where 


Gaudi Teshigahara breaks 


the unnarrated, nearly wordless 
course of the film to give viewers a 
little context, is devoted to explor 
ing the Sagrada Familia, a vast, al 
most frighteningly strange cathedral 
that Gaudi devoted the last years of 
his life to building and which might 
even be completed in time for the 
centenary of his death. An uniden- 
tified elderly gent talks about being 
involved in taking over the construc 
tion of the cathedral after Gaudi's 
death and how the Spanish Civil War 
hobbled its progress. Meanwhile, the 
camera discovers countless wonders 
in the profusion of billowing ma- 
sonry, fleshy apertures, and spooky 
Catholic iconography. 

So if you do your homework ahead 
of time, you'll be all set to appreciate 
the historical and artistic significance 
of Antonio Gaudi. The unstudi- 
ous shouldn't be put off, however— 
there’s no shortage of pleasure to be 
had in the mild disorientation that 
results from having a celebrated 
Japanese director guide you through 
the fabulous worlds conjured by the 
man known as “God's architect.” (I 
got that last bit off the Internet as 
well.)

tenure and even fired in some cases, 
for their belief in the evidence of ‘de- 
sign’ in nature, challenging the idea 
that life is a result of random chance 
or the result of evolution.” 

In other words, the movie hopes 
to expose BIG SCIENCE as an or- 
ganized group that is systematically 
and discriminatorily determining 
the “truth” by excluding proponents 
of Intelligent Design from the acad= 
emy. And Stein works hard at his 
task, conducting interviews with 
scientists from both camps (includ- 
ing Richard Dawkins, the infamous 
author of The God Delusion) in an 
attempt to convince his audience 
that evolutionists have not only 
taken over science as a whole (which 
somehow may lead to—gasp!—athe- 
ism), but may also be wrong about 
the origin of species. 

If you can tell what you're watch- 
ing is propaganda, it’s not doing its 
job very well. Expelled, which splices 
together scenes of Stein with ar- 
chival footage of Cold War drills,

lin Wall, is transparently not doing 





its job. Basic message? A wall (think 
Berlin) is in place right now in the 
sciences to protect evolutionary biol- 
ogy (think Communism) from Intel- 
ligent Design (think American way 


_ “Scientists are supposed to be al- 
lowed to follow the evidence wher- 
ever it may lead, no matter what the 
implications are,” Stein says. “Free- 
dom of inquiry has been greatly 
compromised, and this is not only 
anti-American, it’s anti-science. It's 
anti-the whole concept of learning.” 

But how strong is the evidence 
that supports the validity of Intelli- 
gent Design? Stein doesn't seem to 





care; Expelled is too busy discredit- 
ing evolutionists by manipulatively 
linking evolutionary theory to the 
Nazi death camps: 

That’s right, Hitler's final solu- 
tion was apparently an exercise in 
planned evolution. Stein reasons 
that since the Nazis used a perverted 
form of Social Darwinism to justify 
their anti-Semitic brutality, their ac- 
tivities must discredit all evolution- 
ary theory. So, by adhering to—and 
teaching—evolution, we're 
inevitably headed toward another 


worse, 


Holocaust. His attempt to link eugen- 
ics (a mostly North American form 
of social engineering that involved 
the forced sterilization of thousands) 
to evolution as it's understood to- 
day is also feeble, and for the same 
reason: he doesn’t drawa distinguish 
ing line between evolution and Social 
Darwinism, a move that allows him 
to confuse the politically motivated 
misapplication of scientific theory 
with scientific theory itself. They are 
not the same thing, Mr. Stein. 

Equally frustrating is Stein's refus- 
al to explain the underlying theory 
of either evolution or Intelligent De- 
sign, something that should be key 
to a documentary about the rivalry 
of two competing ideas. 

One of Stein's central statements 
that we need an intellectual climate 
that tolerates dissent and encour 
ages independent thought and re- 
search rather than slavish adherence 
to a particular school of thought, is 
in and of itself, excellent. | think it 
would be hard to find a scientist (oF 
teacher, or author, or journalist) 
who would disagree. But this ideal 
gets lost in Stein's nearly two-hour 
long propaganda trip through the 
archives. 

Ultimately, Expelled isn’t about 
science, but the politics of selling 
science in neoconservative America 
Stein reduces this scientific debate t 
a battle between big guys and little 
guys, a version of the truth that's 6 
simple-minded as he seems to think 
his audience is.

Sometimes movies end up being 
more story than they are film. By 
that, I mean that ina director's efforts 
to develop believable characters, en- 
gaging plot twists, and a meaningful 
moral, they forget somewhere along 
the way that film is supposed to be 
a visual medium. You get the sense 
that some movies don’t have to be 
movies—they could be novels, plays, 
comic books. Thankfully, in The 
Year My Parents Went on Vacation, 
director Cao Hamburger doesn't 
make that mistake. 

It's 1970 in Brazil. The World Cup 
looms large in the hearts and minds 
of Brazil's people and for Mauro, a 
young soccer fan played by Michel 
Joelsas, it completely overshadows 
the political turmoil that looms large 
in the hearts and minds of his par- 
ents. The left-leaning couple, in a 
country controlled by a military dic- 
tatorship, must leave their child with 
his grandfather in order to go on an 
extended forced “vacation” as a re- 
sult of some undisclosed activism. 
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Unfortunately, before they drive 
away, Mauro’s parents don’t check 
to make sure Grandpa is still alive. 
(He’s not. Oops.) And so Mauro 
spends the rest of the film waiting 
for his parents to return. 

As far as the story goes, the audi- 
ence is pretty much stranded like 
Mauro, but for those who relish vi- 
sual stimulation, Hamburger paints 
a lush landscape of muted yellows, 
blues, and browns, often filmed in 
the distant reflections of mirrors, 
puddles, and windows and at slightly 
awkward angles. Each shot serves as 


vides the film many moments of 
gentle humour, from the bewilder- 
ment of a goy listening to Yiddish 
for the first time to the frustration 
of Shlomo, an curmudgeonly Jewish 
bachelor (Germano Haiut), who is

wonder. It is this scenic cinematic 
framework that holds the movie to- 
gether when it seems like the film 
has lost its direction. 

Those hushed colours that sur- 
round Mauro also draw attention 
to the boy’s dark brown gaze as he 
surveys a new world he does not 
understand—for his parents didn't 
just leave him a few blocks away, 
but in Bom Retiro, a suburb of Sao 
Paulo and-a predominantly Jewish 
community. This culture clash pro-

The film is never laugh-out-loud 
funny, but it does buzz along pleas- 
antly for a couple of hours. I have 
one beef with Hamburger (oh, stop 
groaning—as if you didn’t know that 
was coming): namely, that he leaves 
the point of the whole adventure— 
the moral, the raison d’étre, the 
meaning audiences can “take out” 
with them—a little underdone. And 
while good films tend to accomplish 
one or the other, great films have it 
both ways.

On the occasion of its 35th anni- 
versary, the animated cult classic 
Fantastic Planet is making a return 
to the big screen, which means a 
brand-new generation of fans will 
get a chance to visit a troubling al- 
ternate reality where all of humanity 
is trapped in another, more evolved 
species’ idea of utopia, one in which 
humans are either coddled as pets or 
hunted as pests. Winner of the Spe- 
cial Jury Prize at the 1973 Cannes 
Film Festival, this French/Czech co- 
production has long been a favourite 
among sci-fi fans (and 17-year-old 
stoners) fortunate enough to have 
stumbled across it. 

Fantastic Planet takes place on 
Ygam, a planet dominated by the 
“enlightened” Draag, a race of medi- 
tative, blue-skinned, red-eyed gi- 
ants. While the Draag seem to be 
the most highly evolved species on 
Ygam, they “share” it with the Om, a 
tiny species of human-like animals, 
some of which are captured by the 
giants and kept as pets... if they're 
lucky. Great numbers of Om are 
cruelly dispatched under the feet of 
the Draag, or by their “de-Oming” 
machines. Those few Om who are 
able to stay free eke out a tribal exis- 
tence, warring amongst themselves 
while living in terror of their tower- 
ing masters. 

The Draag, in their enlightened yet 
clinical way, are intrigued to discover 





that the Om are showing advances 
in cognitive thought and adaptation 
to environment, even though their 
short lifespans and rudimentary re- 
productive habits make them an in- 
teresting but ultimately dispensable 
lifeform. The Draag begin a cam 
paign of de-Omification with the 
goal of thinning out the herd, mak- 
ing the small, savage species more 
manageable. 

But the Om fight back against mass 
extermination with the aid of Terr, a 
recent Draag escapee, a Prometheus 
figure who brings with him the se- 
crets and technology of the giants 
themselves. Using their newfound 
knowledge, the Om adopt their ene- 
mies’ strategically cruel mindset and 
strike out at the one thing the Draag 
hold dear: their spiritual connection 
to Ygam’s celestial neighbour, the 
fabled Fantastic Planet. 

With a visual style that falls some- 
where between a moving Hierony- 
mus Bosch painting and an episode 
of Max the 2000 Year-Old Mouse 
Fantastic Planet is a trippy treat for 
anyone looking for an adult-themed 
cartoon chock-a-block with dis- 
turbing and thought-provoking im- 
ages. While its hand-drawn action 
and static, Rocket Robin Hood-like 
backgrounds will seem scribbly and 
antiquated by today’s standards (es- 
pecially if you've just come from 4 
screening of Pixar's Wall-€), and 
the acid-laced, Pink Floyd-inspired 
soundtrack is sometimes hard to 
take, this dystopic mindscrew still 
packs a wallop. 

With a 75-minute running time 
that feels “just right,” Fantastic 
Planet is just a brief stopover in an 
unsettling world—but the memories 
of the time you spend there will stay 
with you for years after.

It's safe to say that seeing Hrundi

parison. Alba enlists Pitka to help

ciate Dick Pants, and Ben Kingsley 
mugs his way to another paycheque 
as Pitka’s crosseyed mentor Guru 
Tugginmypudha. The one glimmer 
of comic inspiration is Timberlake, 
who's clearly enjoying himself and 
plays his well-endowed sleazebag 
with as much carefree energy as My- 
ers put into his guru. 

In fact, Guru’s sole saving grace (as 
well as its greatest annoyance) is its 
unbridled enthusiasm. Myers works 
overtime to squeeze smirks from 
even the most laboured wisecracks, 
but there’s still only so much of his 
strained wheezing, Cheshire-Cat 
grin, and shameless mugging that 
one can stomach in one outing. 

The brigade of early-'90s Saturday 
Night Live performers—the same 
gang who gave us a movie about a 
flamboyant Israeli commando hair- 
stylist just a couple of weeks ago—of- 
ten pay tribute to comic legends like 
Peter Sellers (or Phil Hartman) but 
fail to bring the same subtle touch 
to their own movies.

(1) TOPICALITY IS OVERRATED 
“There wasn’t a huge manifesto for 
the show. Paul Mather and I origi- 
nally pitched the show three or four 
years ago, and back then, almost 
everything on Canadian television 
comedy was news-related. And our 
plan was no more grand or noble 
was ‘Let's do stuff that’s funny and 
that doesn’t have to be connected 
to current events.’ No imitations of 
Stephen Harper, no songs where you 
take the word ‘Tory’ and change it to 
‘story.’ Our mandate in five words 
was ‘Funny skits, not news-related.’” 


(2) QUANTITY BREEDS 
QUALITY 

“I've mused aloud many times, 
‘What if Saturday Night Live had 


been half an hour shorter all those 
years?’ I think the thing we're 
relying on heavily is quality con- 
trol, and that comes from critical 
mass. We're buying 120 fully writ- 
ten sketches this summer. We'll re- 
cord maybe three-quarters of those, 
and you'll probably hear between 
50 and 60 of those actually on the 
show.” 


(3) CHARACTERS ARE 

FUNNIER THAN GAGS 

“This show is leaning more toward 
character-based stuff, which I find 
reaches an audience more quickly 
and gives a sketch a stronger engine 
The irony is, I’m actually a fan of 
the logic sketch—like in Monty Py- 
thon where ‘We're having an argu- 
ment,’ ‘No we're not’ can be the 
whole sketch. Or that Mr. Show 
sketch about the pre-taped call-

in show. I think that might be the 
perfect comedy sketch. It was an 
entire universe in three minutes 
whose logic held together perfectly 
and at the same time was completely 
absurd.” 


(4) HUMOUR IS IN THE DETAILS 
“We have a sketch in the first episode 
called ‘Radio Stuntman.’ And when 
we were in the room talking about it, 
Leona Brausen piped up with the idea 
of a beard of bees. And I just thought 
that was an inspired detail—this one 
little thing that the stuntman was 
sick of doing but which the audience 
loved and always forced him to do. 
It’s like you're wandering the comedy 
beach with your Geiger counter and 
you find a little nugget 

“The guys from the Mostly Water 
comedy troupe wrote us a sketch 
that we’re going to do called ‘The 





Jane Austen Drinking Game,’ which 
is about a bunch of louts drink- 


ing along to Jane Austen movies, 
and that's also a great combination 
of smart and precise and well-ob- 
served, as well as just being loud and 
foolish.” 


(5) IT’S TRUE WHAT THEY SAY: 
ENDING SKETCHES IS HARD 
“It's the perennial challenge, to have 
the sketch finish rather than just 
end. I should just have a cut-and- 
paste on my e-mails when I’m re- 
sponding to writers that says, ‘Starts 
great, just needs something more 
to happen at the end.’ On the other 
hand, it’s satisfying to find ways for 
one sketch to segue into another one 
If you're asking people to listen for 
25 minutes, you don’t want it to just 
seem like a bunch of boxcars whiz- 
zing by.”

People talk a lot these days about the 
growing irrelevance of classic litera- 
ture, but try telling that to the ever- 
spry ghost of William Shakespeare 
The West's most famous poet and 
playwright is more than four cen- 
turies dead, but remains as at home 
in 21st-century culture as he did in 
the early modern courts of Queen 
Elizabeth and King James. Many of 
the myriad words and sayings he 
invented are now commonplace—“it 
” “to thine own self 
laughable,” 
“puke” as a verb—and the average 
person can still name a half-dozen 
Shakespeare plays, even if they’ve 
never read any of them. 

That continuing relevance in part 
explains the success of the Freewill 
Shakespeare Festival, which kicks 
off its 20th season tonight (Thurs- 
day) in Hawrelak Park with a perfor- 
mance of As You Like It. However, 
these players are hardly purists.

Both of the plays being performed 
this season have been reimagined in

As an actor, Bullough has to en- 
gage with Shakespeare's script on a 
far more immediate level than crit- 
ics and audiences do. Movements 
and dialogue that seem effortless to 
us obviously take weeks of pains- 
taking rehearsal to get right; what's 
equally impressive is the degree to 
which, for the sake of his character, 
Bullough has to ignore the moral 
complications of war that are often 
troubling for modern audiences. 

“Richard has grown up in a civil 
war,” he says. “He's known nothing 
but war, so the things that he does 
are very natural. Everyone's been 
killing each other for 100 years, so 
it's like, ‘Why wouldn’t | do that to 
get where I want?’ Being in wartime, 
this is what needs to be done. [In 
World War II}, nobody talked about 
‘Let’s hold off making this weapon 
that’s going to really hurt the Nazis, 
because people might get hurt.’

This week, Jill and Mandy roll up 
their sleeves and delve into the 
gooey, smeary images of Elaine 
Wannechko's Fluid Bodies at FAB 
Gallery. Now that they’ve toweled 
themselves off, let's hear what they 
have to say. 


Jill: When we first walked into FAB 
Gallery this week, it felt oddly... ee- 
rie. We were surrounded by imag- 
ery of dirty places, in vividly dull 
colours... and at the back of the first 
space there was a video with a large 
amount of goo falling over a decrep- 
itlooking wall. In the background, 
noises suggested that someone had 
better fix the taps. What is going on 
here? Wannechko’'s work is a set of 
photographs and video installations 
depicting strange yet familiar envi- 
ronments in various states of “de- 
cay.” Walking into the gallery, you 
can’t help but be pulled in—but why? 
What do you think, Mandy? 

Mandy: I think the appeal of the 
show is its familiarity. 1 mean, her 
work heightens and intensifies what 
otherwise would just be stains and 
spills. Her photos use a combination 
here of rich colours (usually some 
Sort of fluid or smear), dramatic 
lighting and “stage”-like angles to 
confront us with alternatives to our 
Usual understanding of domestic 
Space. 


Jill: | was really interested in the 
videos. The first one, at the begin- 
ning of the space, depicted more 
fluid, less goo dripping down, com- 
plete with these noises that could 
only be produced in a cold, wet, 
drippy basement. The other video, 
which I watched for quite a while, 
sitting on that little bench, shows 
some viscous goo, almost like thick 
honey, slowly encompassing this 
horizontal tubing... in complete si- 
lence. There was something very in- 
teresting about Wannechko’'s choice 
to include sound that correlated to 
the first video piece, and to leave the 
second one in a sort of thick, head- 
cold silence that made you feel like 
you were having a feverish dream 
and couldn't speak or move 

Mandy: The sound was pretty 
great. I liked how as you walked 
around the rest of the exhibit, that 
dripping noise from the video ani

Jill: I don’t know if I quite see 
violence, but maybe something 
unfamiliar, and maybe dangerous. 
These images are almost like warn- 
ing signals. 

Mandy: Yes. A lesson about 
filth. Similar to that classic mom- 
to-daughter warning: keep a clean 
house or you'll never get married.

The less-than-illustrious career of 
World Poker Tour player and occa- 
sional actor Lou Diamond Phillips 
serves as an acute indicator of the 
Hollywood machine's unpredictable 
nature. After the critical success 
of 1987's La Bamba, where he got 
his first starring role as iconic La- 
tino rocker Ritchie Valens, Phillips 
seemed ready for the A-list. But after 
several years playing second banana 
opposite Kiefer Sutherland in west- 
erns like the Young Guns movies and 


| buddy cop films like Renegades, Phil- 


lips’ career fizzled and floundered 
Relegated to bit parts in TV dra- 
mas and star roles in D-grade, 
direct-to-video horror schlock, his 
personal life also took a turn for 


| the bizarre when his first wife left 


him for Melissa Etheridge. Phil- 
lips now exists mainly as fodder for 
shows like VHI's Where Are They 
Now? and irony-laced discussions 
about bygone actors you like and 
“like” to an approximately equal de- 
gree. Hey, remember when he was 
in Bats? 

This fascination with the lifestyles 
of the rich and obscure permeates 
I'm Sticking With Kiefer, an en- 
dearing, character-driven comedy 
written with charm by Edmonton 
playwright Sam Varteniuk. A fiction- 
alized account of Phillips’ life and re- 
lationships told in non-chronological 
order and broken up with clips from 
his movies, the play portrays Phil- 
lips as a hapless Hollywood pawn 
even at the height. of his stardom, 
pulled in different directions by out- 
side forces—by Kiefer Sutherland in 
particular. Despite their tumultuous 


friendship, Phillips follows Suther- 


land’s counsel the closest, for better 
or for worse 

I'm Sticking With Kiefer has lit- 
tle in the way of props or produc- 
tion values, but witty writing from 
Varteniuk and solid performances 
from the entire cast deliver plenty 
of laughs anyway. Dave DeGagné 
portrays Phillips with an endearing 
mix of Western-hero tough-guy bra- 
vado and incredulous self-awareness 
of his own career maladies, deliver- 
ing lines like “Renegades? | thought 
no one saw that!,” while expressing 
constant frustration at being type- 
cast as a Native. 

As Kiefer Sutherland, Craig Bu- 
chert alternates outbursts of un- 
founded anger with eccentric calm, 
while Trent Wilkie plays Emilio Este- 
vez as a hilariously whiny, arrogant 
brat who controls his brother Charlie 
Sheen (Matt Stanton), a henchman 
like simpleton. Ellen Chorley is also 
amusing as both of Phillips’ bubbly 
(if not entirely faithful) wives. 

And yet, underneath all the com- 
edy, there’s an awareness of how 
our lives are shaped by our loyalty 
to our friends. In one of the funni- 
est scenes, for instance, Estevez and 
Sheen try to sell Phillips on taking a 
role in their 1990 garbage collector 
comedy Men at Work, while Suther- 
land urges him not to star in it. 

Not everything in the show works. 
Donald Sutherland and Martin 
Sheen show up as rival idiosyncratic 
kooks in a side plot that seems more 
like an afterthought than an integral 
part of the story. As well, the jum- 
bled chronology occasionally makes 
it unnecessarily difficult to figure out 
just where each scene takes place on 
Phillips’ career arc. 

Regardless, Varteniuk’s creation a 
an enjoyable romp that's funnier,the 
more you know about Phillips early 


work (and the more time spent 
in the’90s renting videot of The 
First Power and A” of Force).

“l had done some research on the 
Pickton murders,” she begins, “and 
I calculated the cost of female flesh 
if you did turn it into sausage and it 
worked out that it cost less per pound 
than livestock would.” 

Nutting’s burlesque horror/com- 
edy rock opera Pig: A Back Door 
Peep Show doesn't really reference 
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the gruesome acts committed by 
convicted killer Robert Pickton at 
his Coquitlam pig farm, but it does 
touch on one of the factors that al- 
lowed Pickton to pursue his heinous 
path for as long as he did: a society 
that creates an unending supply of 
discarded women no one cares about 
and whom no one misses when they 
disappear, save their grief-stricken 
families. 

As horrified as society may have 
been when Pickton's crimes came to 
light—and were graphically recount- 
ed in the media virtually every day— 
Nutting said she’s noticed that TV 
has concurrently become swamped 
by what she calls “grief porn,” the 
brand of stylish, violence-fixated 
crime drama exemplified by CSI and 
its numerous spin- and rip-offs. That 
interplay of fascination and repul- 
sion, the allure of stylized sex and 
cruelty as entertainment, also gets 
tossed around in Pig—along with a 
certain amount of viscera. 

“Pig is trying to talk about what 
we are entertained by as a culture 
and what we've become complicit in 


without even noticing what's happen- 
ing,” she says. “I guess it's also about 
belief systems and the sorts of things 
we'll tear each other apart for. There 
are no sacred cows or sacred pigs, I'll 
say that—everyone gets taken down 
a notch.” 

Pig follows the exploits of one 
Evangeline Evangelista, a glamour- 
ous revival-tent preacher who uses 
rock 'n’ roll spectacle to preach her 
own peculiar interpretation of The 
Word. 

“Her tent meetings are like a full- 
on rock show to attract young girls,” 
Nutting explains, “and she has this 
sort of alternate religion which states 
that Jesus Christ came back as a pig. 
She gets all the girls addicted to pig 
hooves as communion. She and her 
Bible-salesman _ boyfriend 
these girls and run a peepshow out of 
their barn, and the headlining event 
is that one of them gets murdered for 
the enjoyment of the audience. And 
it's a big, flashy musical. It’s a little 
bit dark, but it’s also a comedy and 
the music is really good.” 

Kate Boorman, who plays the rock-

star evangelist, says the tawdriness 
of Pig’s premise wasn't off-putting 
to her at all because she saw from 
the outset what Nutting had in mind 
with her depraved creation. 

“€vangeline’s religion is a send-up 
of those organized religions that use 
spectacle and hype and rock music 
to appeal to the younger generation,” 
Boorman says. “Her religion is all 
about being glamourous for God, so 
she’s fully bought in to the beauty 
myth and encouraging people to cel- 
ebrate her hypocrisy. So it's a send- 
up of those religions that appear very 
hip but are still mired in very archaic 
notions of sexuality and power.” 

Director/dramaturge Eileen 
Sproule, who previously collaborated 
with Nutting on the Fringe spec- 
tacular Three Sisters—a Chekhov- 
inspired “gothic prairie of the maca- 
bre” (hmmm... a pattern seems to be 
forming here)—says the pithy under- 
pinnings of the story don’t mean Pig 
is a tasteful and restrained examina- 
tion of these issues. 

“Kristine is a maker of spec- 
tacle and gore in an excellent way,” 








Sproule says, “so it was part of my 
job to help figure out where to use it 
to best effect. I guarantee you spec 
tacle and gore.” 

Nutting says the ultimate point of 
conjuring all this mayhem is to make 
the kind of entertainment that she 
herself would like to see. She takes 
the recent bump in the popularity of 
live burlesque as a possible cue that 
modern audiences share her appetite 
for something more lively than usual 
ina live show. 

“I really love rock shows,” she 
says, “and I’m always attracted to 
that kind of spectacle. I think we're 
missing that spectacle aspect of live 
entertainment, so this is an opportu- 
nity to do some wild stuff onstage 
Burlesque isn’t just about sexy girls; 
it has elements of social parody and 
vaudeville, and there's an opportu- 
nity for the audience to feel like the 
performer acknowledges them and 
their desire to be entertained.” 

“It's what theatre should be,” Boor- 
man says. “It's bread and circuses 
with content. It’s visually interesting 
and particularly suited to our five- 
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second-attention-span _ generation, 
but it also talks about things that 
need to be talked about and people 
can think about afterwards.” 

Part of the trick is to put the en- 
ticing naughtiness of peep show per- 
formances alongside more shocking 
content, says Sproule, and let the 
audience struggle with the impulse 
to look or not look. “It has two kind 
of peeps,” she says. “There's the sexy 
girl peeps, and then there's ‘Hey, take 
a look at this, this is really freakin’ 
nasty.’ So there’s the world of titilla- 
tion and the world of ‘Look at what 
you're being titillated by.’ One of the

Because of the weird 
style choices—the musical, the peep 
show—because of that aesthetic, the 
audience will be pushed and pulled 
between responding and being re- 
pelled by what we're doing and say- 
ing onstage, so it’s bait for thought 


anything.” 

Yes, you heard her right. In a 
strangely apt turn of events, Pig— 
one of the last shows to be produced 
with the assistance of a Cultural 
Capital grant—will be presented in 
the basement of Chez Pierre, the leg- 
endary adult entertainment parlour 
that's been a landmark and lightning 
rod for controversy in Edmonton for 
four decades. Not that the show is 
built entirely on prurience and per- 
version—there’s also the inimitable 
rush of having a living, breathing 
rock band involved in the action. 

“Almost all the plays that I choose 


onstage. One of the things that’s cool 
about the theatre is that it’s visceral, 
you're in the space with it, and you 
can see how your response to stuff 
affects it to some degree. And to me, 
music and singing is especially vis- 
ceral, so I’m a big fan of plays with 
music and songs—which isn't to say 
musicals. In musicals the songs spe- 
cifically advance the plot, but in our 
play the music advances the charac- 
ters and enhances situations, rather 
than being part of the plot.”

I’m writing in celebration of the 
California decision to allow gays 
to marry. I’m thrilled—I've al- 
ways thought that the idea that 
gay marriage could hurt or affect 
straight people in any way was ri- 
diculous.

So going for- 
ward, I think we straights and 
you gays have to talk about this 
question: If gays have a right 
to marriage and family, do they 
also have a right to start those 
families with my boyfriend— 
no matter what | think and feel 
about it? Wouldn't it, at the very 
least, be only polite to ask the 
girlfriend or wife for her consent 
and blessing too? 

Questions About Gay Marriage

Fury ought to have a memorable 
cause, 

| was so keyed up that even my 
office infuriated me. It hadn’t been 
designed for pacing, but to my un- 
hinged mind, that shortcoming now 
seemed deliberate. 

So I grabbed my Walkman—these 
were pre-digital times—and bolted. 
Through the hall. Down the stairs. 
Out the fucking door. And. Now. 
Um. Um. Um. 

Ok: Along the crest of the newly 
green river valley, feet churning, 
until I ran out of crest and began 
to churn down the paved sidewalk 
into the river valley, rage-stoking 
music thrumming in my ears, until 
l reached a park, where I churned 
across the grass until I found my- 
self amidst the trees and thereafter 
churned all the way down a muddy 


Slope to the edge of the river where I 


"an out of escape route and came toa 
abrupt stop at the water's edge. 
\t hardly makes sense to explain 


that I hadn't anticipated finding my- 
self there. I hadn't any plan at all. 
Going back the way | came seemed 
like an admission of defeat, but I also 
wasn’t angry enough that | wanted 
to get my feet wet and wind up with 
some slithery gray thing in my pant 
leg. 

So I stood there, seething, not even 
clearheaded enough to acknowledge 
that I was at an impasse. 

I stared at the water. 

I grew up in the city. A city kid. 
Television was for looking at. Na- 
ture was for picnicking in... a theme 
park, if you will. Perhaps you think 
I’m joking when I say that I paid my 
natural environment little heed. 

I'm not joking. 

I stared at the water. 

The North Saskatchewan is a tidy 
little river. It doesn’t boil like the 
muddy Mississippi. It doesn’t slosh 
like the mighty Thames. It just slips 
downstream without ditama, with- 
out tumult. It's the perfect river for 
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a prim second-tier city in North 
America’s Switzerland. 

Eventually, the river's swiftly moy- 
ing surface took behaved as a hyp- 
notist’s pocket watch, engaging my 
low-power mode. The sources of ag- 
gravation slunk into the trees behind 
me. I took off my earphones. | lis- 
tened to the water wash past. I start- 
ed to savour the scent of the trees. 

The next day, I was still angry.. 
but I wasn’t as angry as I'd been the 
day before. Still, I thought it prudent 
to stomp down to the water's edge 
again, just to be on the safe side. 
There, 1 made note of the ducks 
pairing off. I started to discern how 
many different kinds of trees there 
were in the city, and how many vari- 
eties of birds. 

When I had explored that part of 
the river bank to my satisfaction, I 
began to extend my daily walks far- 
ther along the green spaces adjoining 
the river, discovering the smells and 
the sights and the sounds of the lay- 
ers of life around us and above us, in 
harmony with us and in spite of us. 
The Amazon rain forest, they say, is 
the lungs of the world. I like to think 
of the river valley as Edmonton's 
kidneys, flushing our sewage away, 
metaphorical sewage included, ab- 
sorbing all of our misery and aggra- 
vation and tension, sublimating it, 
and sending it out into space, Where 
1 hope it get pulverized by asteroid 
belts and gamma rays. 

Eventually, | was spending 90 min- 


utes a day, five or six days a week, 
wandering through the river valley 
If I didn’t get to commune with na- 
ture, I'd get anxious. But I was hap- 
py... and I'd forgotten why I'd been 
angry. 

I haven't spent much time wander- 
ing around the river valley lately, but 
I recently found myself on a bench 
in Grant Notley Park feeling a bit 
wrung out. River Valley Road, the 
golf course, the Groat Bridge, and 
Hawrelak Park in the distance. The 
broad bend in the river provides the 
finest view the city has to offer. 

An aside: Where re-calibration 
of my Importance Meter has been 
required, | have often relied on the 
kindness of indigent strangers—the 
homeless man in Berkeley who of- 
fered me a cookie from his shopping 
cart or possessions, the down-on- 
his-luck elderly gent in Memphis 
who tried to settle down an irate rac- 
ist at a gas station. 

On this occasion, | was approached 
by a truly filthy looking fellow, his 
oversized jacket slightly askew, his 
facial hair sticking out like a bristle 
brush, his torn pant cuffs draped 
over his disintegrating shoes. He 
shuffled ever closer; | anticipated a 
request for money. 

But when | looked up at him wea- 
ily, he looked at me and said, with a 
charming note of concern... 

“You need to get more sun.”
